In an address entitled “ Fact­ 
ors Affecting Prices,” 
delivered 
before the Poughkeepsie Chamber 
of Commerce, Poughkeepsie, N. 
Y., Francis H. Sisson, vice presi­ 
dent of the Guaranty Trust Com­ 
pany of New York, said in part 
as follows:
